IS: 1-1, 


Age-Old Tune 


H 


OW long is dt since you heard a rollicking 


crowd burst forth into lhe melodious strains 


of that bar-room classic: "We Won't Go Home 
Until Morning?" That song was buried with 
John Barleycorn. And so exits the most famous 
tune in the world—sung .in every civilized coun- 
try. The tune was brought back from the Holy 
Land, by Crusaders, seven centuries ago. 
The 


Arabs, from whom they got it, said it was'as old 
as the history of the Orient. But when one's en- 
gine is running on hultermilk instead of alco- 
hol, it's rather funereal to try to put any pcp- 
nncl-go into' "We Won't Go Home Until Morn- 
ing" or its companion chorus, "For He's a Jolly 
Good Fellow." 


The history of this famous song illustrates 


how ancient is the origin of some of the things 
we consider modern. Also, the changes worked 
in an original by successive periods of history. 
When the Arabs sang Ihc song, 700 years ago, 
it was about a desert chieftain named Malbrook. 
When the English, during the reign of Queen 
Anne, fought the French in Flanders, over 200 
years ago, they were led by the Duke of Marl- 
borough. The taunting French paraphrased the 
Malbrook song like this: 


Marlborough, prince of commanders, 
Has Gone to the war in Flanders; 
His fame is like Alexander's, 
; 


But when will he come home? 


He won't come homo nnt.il morning. • 
He won't come home until morning. 
Ho fvon't come homo until morning, 


"Till daylight doth appear. 


That made the English mad. They changed 


Ihc parody and added a new chorus: 


Marlborough. prince of commanders,! 
Has conquered the French in Flanders; 
His fame is like Alexander's, 


And he's the best ot all.

Bolivia and Chile are in South 
America. South America is, according to latter- 
day interpretations of the Monroe Doctrine, the 
peculiar preserve of the United States'in, which 


i European powers arc forbidden lo poach. The 
United Stales is not a member of the League of 
Cations. Perhaps here arc the ingredients of a 
<lifficult situation, should the strained view of 
. the Monroe Doctrine wlxich has been s.o frcquent- 
Jy taken by American provincialism find weight 
•and he given support by our government. 


One recalls that one of the chief items in 


the strategy of Ihc senate combination which 
kept the United Slates out of the League of Na- 
tions was lo make the fight appear in chief a de- 
fense of (he Monroe Doctrine against European 
aggression. To do this the famous policy of 
President Monroe was considerably expanded. 
It became, instead of a negative statement, in- 
stead of a warning lo European powers not to 
•'illcinpi lo obtain political control of the Amer- 
ican republics, an assumption that the United 
Slalcs laid claim lo just that position which it 
,denied lo European nations. It was made to ap-
